In  my  head  are  many  facts  of 

which  I  wish  I  was  more  certain  I 

was  sure!" 
That  last  statement  is  undeniably 
true,  especially  at  exam  time. 
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But  the  world  cannot  be  restricted  to  our  campus,  nor 
can  life  be  lived  alone.  We  must  reach  out  of  ourselves 
and  touch  other  people.  Because  ^'unless  someday

One  can  always  get  a  better  view  of  whatever  it  is  he  is  seeking  from  a  high 
vantage  point  rather  than  from  ground  level.  And  if  we're  really  interested  in 
finding  it,  then  we  can't  take  an  easier  way  just  because  the  first  one  looks  too 
difficult.  In  relating  the  experiences  we  had  on  the  1973  CRUSADER,  perhaps  it 
would  be  best  to  give  an  illustration  of  what  we  encountered.  Visualize,  if  you 
will,  a  large  picture  puzzle  in  a  box  with  each  piece  having  no  relationship  to 
another  except  for  the  area  of  confinement.  Remove  the  parts  from  the 
container,  spread  them  on  a  table  and  search  diligently  for  keys  to  putting  them 
together.  In  doing  this,  one  must  relate  colors,  shapes,  and  parts,  and 
painstakingly  bring  order  out  of  chaos.  This  is  how  it  was  for  us  this  year.  Starting 
from  scratch,  with  nothing  to  go  on  but  our  imagination,  we  put  the  yearbook 
together  piece  by  piece  until  the  puzzle  was  complete.  We  had  to  travel  the 
curiously  twisting  path;  we  could  not  take  the  easier  way. 

The  same  holds  true  for  you,  too.  When  you  set  your  goals,  you  must  have  the 
courage  and  the  willingness  to  follow  through,  no  matter  how  rough  the  going 
gets. 

Yes,  life  is  a  puzzle.  But  there  is  a  solution,  if  you  only  have  the  guts  to  find  it.
